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Passover  and  Easter 

We  Jews  believe  with  a  passionate  faith  in  the 
coming  of  the  Messiah  and  in  the  ultimate 
redemption  of  mankind.  As  we  welcome  the  pro¬ 
phet  Elijah  to  our  Seder  service  we  remind 
ourselves  that  he  will  eventually  appear  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  coming  of  our  Redeemer  when  all 
mankind  will  live  in  peace  and  harmony. 

Our  sages  tell  us  that  just  as  our  ancestors  were 
liberated  in  the  month  of  Nisan,  it  will  be  in  this 
month  that  our  future  liberation  will  take  place. 
The  adherents  of  the  dominant  faith  celebrate  the 
resurrection  of  their  Messiah  at  this  season  of 
Easter,  while  we  reject  the  notion  that  he  came 
1988  or  so  years  ago.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the 
suffering  of  our  people  throughout  history  is 
directly  attributable  to  our  adamant  refusal  to  ac¬ 
cept  this  belief. 

In  July  of  1263  in  Barcelona,  Spain,  the  most 
famous  of  the  sorry  disputations  between  Chris¬ 
tians  and  Jews  took  place  at  the  instigation  of  an 
apostate  who  had  adopted  the  name  Pablo  Chris- 
tiani.  The  champion  of  the  Jews  was  the  famous 
“Ramban”,  Rabbi  Moses  b.  Nachman,  also  known 
as  Nachmanides.  One  of  the  terms  of  reference 
was  whether  the  Messiah  had  already  appeared. 
The  Ramban  conducted  himself  with  fearless 
courage  and  dignity.  “You  maintain”,  he  said,  “that 
he  came  1263  years  ago.  All  our  prophets  foretold 
that  at  the  time  of  the  Messiah  mankind  will  be 
elevated  to  a  high  moral  standard  — bloodshed 
would  cease.  But  since  the  appearance  of  Jesus 
the  world  has  become  filled  with  violence  and 
injustice.” 

The  bitter  truth  is  that  things  have  gone  from 
bad  to  worse  even  from  the  time  of  Nachmanides, 
so  that  today  we  find  the  world  threatened  with 
nuclear  annihilation.  Peace  still  seems  a  futile 
dream  wherever  one  looks  on  the  globe. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  we  concentrate  our 
prayers  toward  a  final  liberation  on  Passover,  so 
that  the  future  may  be  assured  for  all  mankind 
and  sanity  restored  to  our  troubled  world.
